There is no disagreement among the vom- 
manders, but, In the absence of a definiie 
head several of them are disposed to follow 
their own methods and they simply abstain 
from operations contrary to those methods.

NOTIFIED OF 


THEIR NOMINATIO 


Senator Henry Cabot Lodge Delivered 
-the Notification Speech, to Which 
President McKinley Responded 
in Language Covering the Fi- 
nancial Question and For- 
eign Policy. 


CANTON, O., July 12.—The severe storm 
of last night was succeeded teday by real 
“McKinley weatter.”’ The day dawned 
bright and clear, with a crisp breeze and a 
Warm ‘sin. 

At the McKinley residence the effects of 
the storm were apparent in the disarrange- 
ment of the flag decorations anil the big 
luncheon tent, but these were soon straight- 
ened up and everything was in readiness 
for the ceremonies at the appointed time. 

The second notification of William Me- 
Kinley that he had been selected as the 
nominee of the Republican party for Presi- 
dent was made at the same place is the 
first, and all the accessuries were similar 
to the occasion of four years ago.. Then 
the chairman of the committee was Senator 
John M. Thurston of Nebraska, who had 
been permanent chairman of the conven- 
tion. Today, Senator Cabot Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts stood upon the same porch, and, 


in the presence of a vast multitude, official- 


ly notified President McKinley that he 
was the unanimous choice of the Repub- 
lican National Convention for President. 
The speech of Senator Lodge and the 
response of Mr. McKinley were intended 
to be more than formal and to a certain 


extent form the basis upon which the 
campaign is to be fought this year. 

Their utterances were listened to with 
the closest attention by the many pronf- 
nent Republicans who were present. 

Chairman Lodge and the members of the 
notification committee, together with Chair- 
man Hanna and members of the national 
committee arrived on a specia] train from 
Cleveland at 11 o'clock. 

The train left Cleveland at 9:30 a. m., 
over the Cleveland Terminal & Valley road, 
It was made up of three private cars and 
five day coaches. In addition to the noti- 
fication committee, there were on board 
the Tippecanoe Club of Cleveland, about 
50 members of President McKinley’s old 
regiment, a number of distinguished guests 
invited by Senator Hanna &nd a band, a 
total of 300 persons. Two engines were 
used and the train covered the 6 miles 
between Cleveland and Conton in one hour 
and a half. 

The committee were met at the station 
by the citizens’ committee in charge of ar- 
rangements, and a band of music, and 
peeves to the home of President McKin- 
ey. 

Several flags had been hung to the breeze 
in the early morning and the streets 
through which they moved gave some in- 
dications of a celebration. The various or- 
ganiaztions and clubs as they arrived 
marched to the President’s home and were 

rouped about the place within seeing and 

earing distance of the ceremonies. 


Some time before the arrival of the notifi- 
cation party President McKinley went out 
into the yard and inspected and approved 
the arrangements. The President wore a 
white Fedora hat, a broad expanse of 
white vest and a sack coat of very de'no- 
cratic appearance. He greeted the differ- 
ent arrivals in a most cordial and friendly 
manner, 

A large space in the front yard was roped 
aft and filled with chairs for the notification 
party and distinguished guests. Tables were 
also provided for the press. 

Outside the roped space numerous photo- 
Rraphiec outfits were set up and trained on 
the point where the speaking was to take 
place 

Five minutes after 11 o’clock the boom- 
ing of guns announeed the arrival of the 
notification committee at the station. They 
immediately entered carriages and with 
the Canton escort march toward the 
President's house. By the time they had 
arrived a large crowd had collected and 
the committee was received with cheers. 

Senator Lodge and Senator Hanna were 
in the lead of the notification party. Both 
entered the house and had a few minutes’ 
chat with President McKinley, and then 
returned to the porch A few moments 
later the President, with Mrs. McKinley 
on his arm, came upon the porch, and 
their appearance was heralded by general 
cheering

The Chicago Street Railway Commission recommends to 
the Council that the city ought “to concern. itself with the 
treatment accorded employes by corporations enjoying fran- 
chise privileges.’’ The companies should “obligate them- 
selves to submit all differences arising between them and 
their employes to arbitration.” 

The Commission’s arguments are illustrated and enforced 
by references to the St. Louis strike, and in the light of that 
disturbance it is recommended that in future franchise grants 
should be made as stringent as possible in this particular. 

This course is perfectly practical. No franchise of any 
description should in future granted to any corporation 
without an arbitration clause. If it is not incorporated it 
will be because the St. Louis Municipal Assembly prefers 
boodle for its members to benefits for the public. 

Pledges that an’agreement will be lived up to in future are 
good in their way, but not so good as proof that similar 
pledges were not broken in the past. The St. Louis Transit 
Co.’s defense still lacks an essential point. 
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EDUCATIONAL IDEALS. 


Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch, in its report of the convention of 
the National Educational Association, contained extracts 
from two notable addresses before that convention. 

President Corson urged that education should be practical, 
while not losing sight of the higher ideals. And Dr. Hins- 
dale of the University of Michigan showed the great im- 
portance and extent of the educational system, when he 
stated that “the United States will cross the century line 
with 245,000 public schoolhouses, 418,000 public school teachers, 
15,000,000 pupils in public schools, and an expenditure for pub- 
lic education of $203,000,000.”’ 

The proper combination of the practical with the ideal in 
education will be one of the most difficult problems for 
educators to solve. In the gradual introduction of the manual 
training idea we have an indication that the solution is not 
an impossibility. Iieart, head and hand must receive equal 
attention, if the education of the future is to as nearly 
perfect as human limitations will permit.

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A MUNICIPAL LIGHT PLANT 


According to the estimates submitted by the House Commit- 
tee a municipal light plant to illuminate the City Hall, the 
Courthouse and the Four Courts will cost $30,000. 

The annual expense of operating this plant is estimated 
by President McMath of the Board of Public [mprovements at 
$12,000 a year, against $22,000 at present.’ The saving from a 
municipal plant will thus be $10,000 annually. The plant can 
be made to pay for itself in three years. 

The scheme seems practicable if the believers in private en- 
terprise will not give aid and comfort to the distributers of 
private boodle. There is neither reason nor common business 
sense in making the city depend upon a private supply when 
a public supply can be obtained so easily and cheaply.

Readers of the Post-Dispatch who are following the series 
of articles on trusts by John Swinton will appreciate «he 
truth of what he says, after reading of the enormous grab 
recently made by the Sugar Trust, reported in Tuesday's 
Post-Dispatch. 

Beginning May, 1900, the trust has raised the price of sugar 
eight times, each rise of one-tenth of a cent a pound mean- 
ing a tax on the consumers of sugar of $5,000,000.
